LOS ANGELES, Nov. 1, 1915. 
Gen. II. G. Otis, 
Editor of The Times. 

Dear Gen. Otis: I am sure the 
statements attributed to me in The 
Times of this morning, relating to the 
army and navy, must have surprised 
you, as they surprised and shocked 
myself. I was called up by The Times 


office yesterday to know if I could give 
The Times anything relating to my 
observations at army posts, and I re- 
plied that I would be very glad to do 
so. A reporter Was sent to my home 
to get notes from me, and I gave him 
an interview. I was surprised, on 
opening the paper this morning, to 
find that I had been represented as 
describing conditions at army posts as 
“heathenish;" that the “army and 
navy are in a bad spiritual way:?“ 
that “Uncle Sam is neglecting the rell- 
gious life of his soldiers and sailors,” 
etc.; while the fact is I made no such 
statements at all. I, did not myself 
use the word “heathen” or its equiva- 
lent, nor any term that reflected on 
existing conditions at army posts. On 
the contrary, I mentioned the condi- 
tions as better than I had ever known 
them to be in the course of all my 
active service. I found fewer pris- 
eners in guardhouses, more done in 
the way of supplying recreation for 
the men than has ever been done be- 
fore, and * spirit of contentment and 
good order that was very marked. I 
mentioned that I found groups of gar- 
risons around our great posts without 
chaplains, thus affording splendid op- 
portunities to the churches to show 
their interest in our men under the 
colors, but that the churches had 
failed to measure up to their oppor- 
I mentioned that 
at one post the wife of an officer, 
ices and of a Sunday-schoo! for her 
remarked, “We live like 
heathens.” It was said rather jocosely,

SEES A BONDLESS WAY 
TO BUILD HIGHWAYS. 


W. PRIDHAM, chairman of 
R the Board of Supervisors, 
demonstrated at yesterday's 
meeting of the board that a way is 
open to build good roads without an 
unnecessary bond issue. He intro- 
duced a resolution calling for imme- 
diate action to complete the Mint- 
canyon road. 
Mr. Pridham strenuously fought the 
proposed bond issue that was igno- 
miniously voted down by the electors 
last week. This bond issue was to 
cover the Mint-canyon road among 
others. Mr. Pridham always was in 
favor of this highway and as soon as 
the heavy bond scheme was put out of 
the way took steps to show that after 
all the road may be constructed, 
The first part of the resolution, as 
introduced by Mr. Pridham, was 
passed unanimously. This calls for 
the immediate preparation and 
presentation to the board by the 
county road commissioner of plans 
and specifications for the building of 


that section of concrete road not yes 
under construction—thirty miles of 
highway. 

The second section, referring to the 
manner in which the necessary money 
ma be obtained, found the board di- 
vided. Supervisor Hamilton signified 
his willingness td join Mr. Pridham if 
he could be assured Mr. Pridham 


would not combat other propositions 


to be taken up shortly by the board. 


These propositions, Mr. Hamilton 
stated, refer to flood control, La Brea 
road, and other highway work. 

Mr. Pridham declined to arbitrate, 
stating that each proposition should 
be adjudged on its own merits. The 
matter was postponed until tomorrow, 
when a vote will be taken for the sec- 
ond section of the resolution. 

The entire resolution follows: 

Whereas, the public interest and 
convenience require the construction 
of a concrete highway along the Mint- 
canyon road, beginning at a point 
about five miles north of Saugus and 
extending to Palmdale; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, that 
the road commissioner of Los Angeles 
county be instructed to immediately 
prepare and present to this board 
plans and specifications for the bulld- 
ing of such concrete highway; and 

Be it further resolved, that the 
moneys for the building of such high- 
way be appropriated from the 1915- 
1916 and 1916-1917 automobile tax; 
and, in the event of a shortage in 
these funds, from the general fund of 
Los Angeles county, and, if neces®ary, 
that a sufficient amount of the bonds, 
which have heretofore been purchased 
with the surplus funds in thé county 
treasury, be sold to defray the ex- 
pense of building such highway; and 

Be it further resolved, that the first 
road to be built exclusively from the 
automobile tax and the general fund 
be the said Mint-canyon road; and 

Be it further resolved, that the road 
commissioner be instructed to trans- 
fer the steam shovel, now in opera- 
tion In Topanga Canyon, to the said 
Mint-canyon road as soon as the To- 
panga road work is completed,

ETTER SHOWS 
HUSSAR’S LIFE. 


ADVANCE IN DARKNESS THREE 
MILES AN HOUR. 


From the trenches in Northern 
France has come a letter to a sol- 
Adlers relative in Los Angeles which 
gives an intimate view of life and ac- 
tion on the firing line in the great Bu- 
ropean struggle. The name of the 
writer, the location and the consignee 
of the letter, are withheld for obvious 


The writer is a cavalryman in the 
British Third King’s Own Hussars 
and the letter left him comparatively 
recently. It was sent to a friend in 
England and forwarded to Los An- 
geles.

REAL CONDITIONS. 


Reports just made to the Agricul- 
tural Department by Forest Supervisor 
Wynne of the Cleveland reserve, and 
L. A. Barrett, amistant district fores- 
ter, indicate the conditions that pre- 
vail on the and. These reports show 
that most of the area sought consists 
of brush-covered, rolling hills and 
steep mountain slopes. The soil is 
mainly disintegrated granite, and re- 
quires irrigation for any successful 
cultivation. Practically all of the good 
agricultural land and the best of the 
erazing land is now privately owned. 
The elevation of the ranges varies 
from 600 to 6000 feet and the rain- 
fall averages from five to twenty-five 
inches, There is no commercial tim- 
ber on the land and very little timber 
of any kind. In general this area is 
typical ot Southern California foot- 
hills and mountains. Most of it, how- 
ever, ig Airy accessible. 

Those who have made «a 
inspection of the land say that on 
the east side of the eliminated area 
there is no water, and no possibility 
of getting any, while on the west side 
there are several small mountain 
streams that afford a small supply 
during the wet season. On that side 
there are also a few spots where ap- 
ples might be raised, but the location 
of the spots are unknown to the out- 
sider, and if the land is of any pos- 
sible account it will be settled on by 
somebody in the vicinity. For the 
most part the area is dry, barren and 
scrubby, of no possible use to a man 
and his family on making «a 
home.

NS PLAN FOR AN ARMY. 

It seems to be the consensus of opin- 
fon that President Wilson's well-intended 
plan for creating an afmy of $00,000 men is 
impracticable. The plan is to appeal to the 
employers of the country to furlough for 
sixty days in each year, for three years, on 
full or partial pay, as many men as they 
an spare and as desire to volunteer for 
service. 

It ia quite probable that there would be 


an abundance of volunteers from among 


the unmarried workers on farm and in fac- 
tory and furnace, for it would mean really 
@ sixty days’ picnic without loss of wages. 
But it is not so clear that employers would 
consent to it, and really it does not seem 
quite just that the expense of preparedness 
should be levied upon them, while non- 
employers of labor would go scot free. 
Gen. Leonard Wood does not approve of 
Gependence upon the volunteer system to 
procure an army, and the Spokane Spokes- 
man Review says of the plan of President 
Wilson: “Some employers would respond 
te the government's appea! to their patriot- 
ism; others would not. Employers who let 
their men go to the colors and continue 
them on the pay roll would soon fee! that 
they were at a disadvantage with their 
less patriotic competitors, and grow cold 
and unresponsive. Many young men who 
responded would grow dissatisfied at the 
refusal of the shirkers. These elements of 
disintegration, it seems certain, would m- 


crease to a point where the whole scheme 


might collapse.” 

The Swiss plan is really the best and 
fairest method of raising an army. Under 
it an enroliment is made of all men of 
military age and qualified otherwise for 
duty. From these a selection is made by 
lot, and whether those selected are the 
gons of millionaires or of paupers, they 
must serve. The government provides them 
with shelter, food, clothing and all neces- 
gary expenses. 


The advantages of the Swiss system are 


that the recruk, knowing long in advance 
that for three or four years sixty days of 
his time must be given to training, would 
adapt his career to it, just as now he adapts 
his career to compulsory education in the 
schools, and be better fitted by the train- 
ing for his real life work as a civilian.

BRITAIN’S DEBT. 
mational debt has been described 
first step of a nation toward civiliza- 
a borrower differs from 
an individual in that it is imperishable and 
is a permanent institution. It is 
of its own solvency, and is 
only at liberty either to repudiate its 
debts or compound with its creditors, but 
even when perfectly solvent may materially 


less bad faith utterly destroy its credit and 


states of Central and South America; or, 
| as in the case of Great Britain, its finances 
may be so managed and its industries so 
developed as to make its borrowing power 
practically unlimited. 

In 1692 the national debt of England was 
started by the issuance of bonds to the 
amount of $5,000,000. The rate of interest 
was to be 10 per cent. till the year 1700, an 
after that year 7 per cent. 0 

“Buch,” said Macaulay, “was the origin 
of that debt which has since become the 
greatest prodigy that ever perplexed the 
sagacity and confounded the pride of states- 
men and philosophers. At every stage in 
the growth of that debt the nation has set 
up the same cry of anguish and despair. 
At every stage in the growth of that debt 
it has been seriously asserted by wise men 
that bankruptcy and ruin were at hand. 
Yet still the debt went on growing; and 
still bankruptcy and ruin were as remote 
as ever.” 

During the reign of William III the debt 
was increased to $63,000,000. When George 
I ascended the throne the debt was $180,- 
000,000. When the contest with Louis XIV 
of France was terminated by the peace of 
Utrecht Great Britain owed $250,000,000. 
Then came the war of the Austrian suc- 
cession, and at the treaty of Aix La Cha- 
pelle in 1748 the debt was $387,000,000. At 
the commencement of the American war 
in 1775 the debt was $630,000,000; at its con- 
clusion it was $1,365,000,000. The long 
French wars which terminated 100 years 
ago left the country $4,500,000,000 in debt. 
It has risen and fallen at times since then, 
and in 1910 the debt was $3,527,270,000. 
Thirteen months of war has swollen the 
present indebtedness of Great Britain to 
about $8,000,000,000, and at the present rate 
of expenditure another year of war will 
bring‘ the debt to the enormous sum of 
313,000,000, 000. 

What are the chances of England ever 
being able to pay this vast sum? No war 
in which she has been engaged has ever 
cost her anything like the present one. The 
war with Louis XIV cost her $70,000,000, 
and that of the Austrian succession $137,- 
000,000. Her American war cost her $735,- 
000,000, and her Napoleonic wars, extend- 
ing over a period of years, cost her $3,765,- 
000,000. One year of her present struggle 
has cost her about $4,500,000,000. 


Macaulay, who in writing about his coun- 
try always wielded an optimistic pen, 
wrote: “After a few years of exhaustion 
England always recovered herself. Like 
Addison's valetudinarian, who continued to 
whimper that he was dying of consumption 
till he became so fat that he was shamed 
into silence, she went on complaining that 
she was sunk in poverty till her wealth 
showed itself by tokens which made her 
complaints ridiculous. The beggared, the 
bankrupt, society not only proved able to 
meet all its obligations, but, while meeting 
these obligations, grew richer and richer 
80 fast that the growth could almost be 

discerned by the eye. A sum exceeding the 

whole amount of the national debt at the 

| ene of the American war was, in a few 
years, voluntarily expended by this ruined 
people on viaducts, tunnels, embankments, 
bridges, stations, engines. Meanwhile tax- 
ation was almost constantly becoming light- 
er and lighter; yet still the exchequer was 
full.” 

Macaulay concludes his brilliant special 
plea for his country by saying: “It may be 
now affirmed without fear of céntradiction

The English fleet 
also was a purely defensive instrument, but 
its uses as an offensive weapon were only 
too clearly demonstrated when it cleared 
the seas of German craft on the outbreak of 
war. Other nations will immediately begin 
to ask whether our preparations for defense 
are likely to be used for offense. 

There is also a question regarding offense 
for us to consider. The issue between of- 
fense and defense is a simple one—the dif- 
ference between desirable things and indis- 
pensable things. We must defend ourselves 
against the loss of what we cannot afford 
to lose. We must prepare offensive strength 
if there are any things which we feel it de- 
sirable to obtain. Defense is what we can- 
not get along without—offense is concerned 
with what we should have. It raises the 
issue of our ambitions as a nation. 

Surely it is not a very wicked thing for 

s to ask whether or not there are desirable 

ings for us to obtain which force might 
be needed to maintain after we get them, or 
to get them/ for us in the first place. People 
do not seem to see that our ambitions as 
well as our safety, our prosperity as well as 
our existence, will not be amply satisfied 
by the things we cannot do without, There 
are very few people who would be willing 
to reduce their persona! belongings to those 
they cannot get along without; and we 
ought to ask ourselves as a nation whether 
or not there are some things which are not 
indispensable, which would not destroy us 
as a nation if we did not have-them, but 
which might be still desirable for our pros- 
perity or happiness. 

Take, for instance, our protectorate over 
Cuba; that is not indispensable. Take the 
Philippines. They cost us money, but the 
one stands for our possession of the lion's 
share of Cuba's trade with the rest of the 
world, and the other has usually stood for 
our probable possession of privileges in 
China, if any foreign powers were accorded 
privileges. We shall get along very well, 
so far as existence is concerned, without 
the trade of Cuba or of China, but we should 
undoubtedly. lose a good many desirable 
things which we can purchase as a nation 
through the profits of the business with 
both of these countries. 

Now the maintenance df anything which 
is not indispensable is not, in any true 
sense, defense; it is offense, and we possess 
at present a good many islands and zones 
outside of continental United States which 
really offensive preparations will be needed 
to retain and which purely defensive prep- 
arations will not be sufficient to preserve. 

It seems to be true that if we are willing 
to defend ourselves merely against a loss 
of what wWe cannot get along without, 
strictly interpreted, our interests in the 
future will be measured by the needs and 
ambitions of other nations. We shall be 
prepared to extort from them merely those 
things which we cannot dispense with and 
we shall therefore have to leave to them 
the possession of everything desirable to 
us which their own interests do not lead 
them to yield to us. 0 

We must not adopt, therefore, a purely 
defensive attitude unless we are willing to 
measure our interests by those of others 
and accept contentedly whatever the play of 
international forces may allot to us.

After all, it is a better way of dying than 
many a woman has been allowed to expe- 
rience. It is better to die like that than to 
live disgraced and humbled as many thou- 
sands of other women must do through this 
war. Why, it is even better to die like that 
than to live in comparative security—and 
the desolation of dreadful memories. 


And this is what equality of the sexes 
must mean if it means anything. Surely 
we feminists must recognize that. If it is 
right and lawful that a man, trusted as 
Edith Cavell was obviously trusted, should 
receive the death sentence for breaking 
faith, then it is right and lawful for a wom- 
an. Why not? 

Of course there is frony in the fact that 
Germany, the last to be even remotely re- 
ceptive to woman's suffrage principles, the 
nation of all others which means to keep 
woman “in her place,” should be the first 
to accord her equal privileges of death in 
war. And unique gallantry in the fact that 
the United States, which has gone further 
in the recognition of women's rights than 
any other great nation, should be the loud- 
est in its indignation against the sentence. 
But that does not alter the principle. If 
we women are to be logical, ours should be 
the voice to demand equal treatment, equal 
privileges, equal penalties, equal punish- 
ment. And the things we don’t like for 
ourselves are the things we should hasten 
to abolish for men. We have no just right 
to expect to have it both ways. We only 
claim equality, not superiority—not the sen- 
sible ones among us, surely. 

We have shown ourselves well able te 
shoulder the responsibilities of civil life, 


on our sex, it is true, but that was because 
tradition dies hard, and one is but human 
to snatch every privilege that one can get 
away with, But we knew in our hearts 
that that stage must pass, that the privi- 
leges of our sex must inevitably become 
beautifully less, but the more sensible ones 
among us have considered we gained so 
much more than we lost, a worth-while quid 


pro quo. 

It is more than possible that the Ger- 
man policy with regard to Edith Cavell 
may do more to hasten the end of wars 
than anything else. Women are not going 
to Ike this sort of equal privilege. And 
we are not going to forego all the political 
equality we have gained for the sake of 
returning to the old status quo. Our ob- 
vious alternative is to alter the laws of 
nations to suit our requirements, laws in 
which men must benefit side by side with 
ourselves. When next the international 
laws are being revised this glaring instance 
will stand out cold and bold. The present 
sauce for the goose is decidedly unpalata- 
ble for the gander. 

If the United States or some other petti- 
coat-privilege nation had been the first to 
demand of women equal war penalties, 
straightforward ones, it would have been 
so much more logical. But the thing could 
not have happened here and the lesson 
never have been learned. It took a nation 
like Germany to begin the other end and 
exact the penalties first before according 
the privileges, to bring the thing home to 
us in all its discomfort. That was such a 
coldly unpleasant way of showing women 
what equality really meant and nipping as- 
pirations in the bud. 

So far we favored, pampered dames 
of the United States have tasted little but 
privileges. Are we prepared to accept ab- 


solute equality? Are we? *

I was on the point of 
telling him that I was a juror when 
he went away. 

“TIT telephoned to the Sheriff's office 
and told them just what had hap- 
pened. I tried to get Judge Craig, but 
it was a holiday and I could not reach 
him. I thought that the officers ought 
to know that jurors were being inter- 
viewed. 

“Within a short time Detectives Me- 
Laren and Brennen came out to my 
place and I told them -what had hap- 
pened. When they learned that I was 
a talesman they had no further con- 
versation with me.”

Praether had not the slightest crimi- 
nal intent In permitting the altera- 
tion of the books, it would be better if 
the board of trustees resign.

No sooner does an opposing 
back field show a new formation or a 
new play than Coach Stanton has it 
carefully jotted down in his ever- 
present notebook, and filed away 
future reference. 
| It's a safe bet that there is not a bet- 
ter man in the State in seeing eleven 
separate men in action at the same 
time than the leader of the Huns. 
When it comes to analyzing plays 
and picking the weaknesses in them, 
Coach Stanton is without an equal. 

Monday afternoon, after watching 
a die Saturday game, the coach al- 
ways shows up at the field with a 
carefully-constructed chart of every 
play used by the enemy.

SIERRA MADRE, Nov. 1.—John C. 
Pegler, aged 67 years, died today after 
a long iliness. {Since the organization 
of this municitjality and up untl a 
year ago Mr. Igler served as Trus- 
tee, retiring on, account of III-health. 
Mr. Pegler wes born in Gloucester- 
shire, Eng. He could trace the gene- 
alogy of his family back to the year 
1300. His grandfather was the first 
to invent and use a drill and also the 
first co establish a system of irriga- 
tion for the farms of England. 
Mr. Pegler received his education 
in private bemrding schools. In 1880 
he came to America and located at 
Cedar Rapida He removed to Poca- 
hontas county. Iowa, and in 1892 came 
to the Pacer Coast and visited Call- 


Salem, Or. Ih 1894 he came to South- 
ern California and purchased nineteen 
acres of re land in Sierra Madre, 
where he ret out lemon and orange 
trees. He mmde a success of this busi- 
ness and became one of the best au- 
thorities om these trees and all classes 
of citrus culture. 

He was a director in the Lamanda 
Park Fruit Association, and a mem- 
ber of the Duarte Fruit Association. 
In 1908 lie retired from active busi- 
ness, but continued to take an inter- 
est in civic issues. He was the first 
man in this section to develop water 
on his rrinch, sinking a well 236 feet

Protection of All Foreigners 
is Fully Guaranteed. 

Entente Diplomats Blame the 
Germans for the Move.

PEKING, Nov. i—The Chinese 


government today rejected the pro- 
posals of Japan, Great Britain and 
Russia for postponement of the de-

They fully recognized the fact that 
the existing government under Yuan 
Shi Kai formed the best guarantee 
for the preservation of order.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 1.—Edward I.. 
Preetorius, publisher of the St. Louis 
Times, committed suicide this morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Preetorius, who was president 
of the German-American Press As- 
sociation, which published the Times 
and the Westliche Post, was found 
dead in the bathroom of his home 
where he had shot himself. 

He was 49 years old and had been 
in poor health since January, 1914, 
when an automobile in which he was 
riding was struck by a street car and 
a deep gash was cut in his face.

WOMEN BATTLE 


— — 


Suffrage the Overshadowing 
Question in the East. 


Picturesque Campaign Stirs 
Voters of New York. 


Full Tickets Being Selected 
in Several States. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT un! 
NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Whether 
women shall be permitted to vote is 
the overshadowing question to be de- 
cided at the New York State election 
tomorrow. A revised constitution, 
drawn by a convention with Elihu 
Root as its president at Albany last 
summer, also is to be voted upon, and 
three Congressmen, a full Assembly, 
eleven Supreme Court justices and 
some county and city officials, are to 
be elected, but all of these questions 
are running poor seconds in interest 
to equal suffrage. 
The battle of the women cam- 
paigners for and againest their en- 
franchisement has made the campaign 
picturesque. The speaking campaign 
ended tonight with a twenty-four- 
hour suffrage meeting at Times 
Square, but the suffragists’ work is 
not done. More than 6000 women 
who will work as watchers at the polls 
tomorrow agreed tonight to rise 
shortly after 4 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing and be at the polls at 5:30 o'clock. 
No anti-suffrage watchers will be at 
the polls. The antis say that women 
do not belong at the polls and that 
they are confident of a square deal 
from the men in charge of the booths, 
anyhow. 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many Hall, in an eleventh-hour an- 
nouncement tonight, said that his or- 
ganization was strictly neutral in the 
suffrage fight. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRK.] 
BOSTON, Nov. 1.—Overshadowing 
in popular interest the election of a 
Governor and Legislature is the is- 
sue to be determined at the polls to-' 
morrow whether Massachusetts will 
enfranchise its 1,000,000 women citi- 
zens of voting age. 
Leaders of both sides await the out- 
come with serenity. The suffragists 
declined tonight to give figures on 
the victory, which they expect. The 
opposition claimed a majority of 100, 
000 against the amendment. 
Only the Progressive and Prphibi- 
tion parties have indorsed woman 
suffrage, and as the vote will not fol- 
low party lines, forecasts generally 
have been made with caution. 
It is estimated that the equal cam- 
paigns for and against woman suffrage 
have involved total expenditures in 
this State of $150,000. The fight was 
begun actually a year and a half ago, 
and has been carried on with energy. 
The contest for the Governorship 
has been the closest since the schism 
in the Republican national party at 
Chicago in 1912, gave birth to the 
Progressive party. 
Gov. David I. Walsh, renominated 
for a third term by the Democrats; 
former Congressman Samuel W. Mc- 
Call, who was defeated by Gov. Walsh 
by 12,000 votes a year ago, again heads 
the Republican ticket; Nelson B. 
Clark, the Progressive candidate, and 
William Shaw, the nominee of the 
Prohibitionists, all express confidence 
that they would receive substantial in- 
dorsements of the respective platforms 
upon which they would stand.

The Hohensollerns have a pleasant 
and chatty way with thelr subjects. 
They are quite irresistible. They are 
80 simple and wholesome. One can't 
help feeling drawn toward them. 1 
dare say the royal family of England 
is quite as charming, but the English 
keep their royalty and all the rest of 
their government strictly under cover. 
When you go out to Potsdam you are 
quite likely to see the Crown Prince 
go tearing by in his motor car on 4 
little visit home. Out at Warsaw last 
summer we stayed at the same hotel 
with the young Prince Joachim, and 
saw him every day. He was a jolly- 
looking boy, who liked to tear around 
the captured city in a staff automobile 
at a rate of speed that made even the 
Poles sit up, and the Poles can stand 
a good deal of speed of various kinds. 
I remember one day that His Highness 
came running downstairs and dash 
across the lobby to a soldier who was 
standing guard on some some baggage 
took a cigarette from the fingers o 
the astonished sentry, lit his own ciga- 
rette with it and dashed out the 
front door. But he didn’t forget to be 
a Prince, either. One day I saw him 
go to the elevator, and the car hap- 
pened to be at the next floor. The 
Prince clapped his hands, and the 
porter of the hotel made a wild dash 
across the hotel lobby. With a deep 
bow the porter pressed the elevator 
bell. From which incident I gathered 
that princes do not ring elevator bells. 

GOOD-BY, GERMANY. 

The last day I went around to say 
good-bye to the German government. 
First I went to the General Staff. A 
gloomy brick building fronting on the 
Tiergarten houses, the brain of the 
great German military machine. At 
the door I dismissed the cab and hand- 
ed my card to a fat old non-commis- 
sioned officer at a desk in a corner of 
the lobby. He called up a soldier, who 
took my card and we started up the 
stairs. We went through gloomy old 
corridors, up creaking stairs, where a 
little wan and faded sunlight came 
peeking in. At last the soldier rapped 
at a door and went in, closing the door 
behind him. Presently the door 
opened and appeared Hauptmann von 
Schneider, who had been our guide 
and friend at Warsaw. Von Schneider 
is a young artillery officer who wears 
the two iron crosses of the empire and 
the two crosses of his native Wurtem- 
burg. I might explain by way of 
parenthesis that the second-class iron 
cross means very little. Every Ger- 
man officer who has been once in ac- 
tion without discredit receives the 
second-class cross, which is worn nt 
his second buttonhole. The first-class 
iron cross is very hard to get and is 
worn over the heart. 

Von Schneider escorted me into a 
per plainly-furnished office with a 
table in the center and a huge war 
map on one wall. At the table sat 
Dr. Ihmberg, who with Von Schneider 
censures the copy of the American 
correspondents. In England even the 
House of Commons cant find out the 
name of the censors. Members have 
asked and have been flatly refused the 
names, but in Germany I suppose you 
could sit at the censor’s elbow and 
watch him slaying your bright, young 
‘ideas if you cared to. Dr. Ihmberg 
is a slender young man with huge 
spectacles and satirical smile. I 
handed them my last photographs. 
The great seal of the General Staff 
was impressed on the envelope. We 
all bowed and shook hands, and I was 
on my Way. - 
From their office my soldier and I 
went down another bieak, chill cor- 
ridor, and I sent my card in to Lieut.- 
Col. Herwarth Von Bittenfelt. He is 
the finest type of officer I met any- 
where in Europe. Handsome, of dis- 
tinguished family, charming and 
graceful in manner, he is the beau 
ideal of an army officer. I could not, 
by any stretch of imagination, think 
of any circumstances in which he 
could do a small or a mean thing. 
Like little Von Schneider, his life is 
ready when the fatherland wants it 
FAIR TO GERMANY. 


“I only hope that you will be fair 
to Germany,” he said as we parted 
at his door. “My God, Mr. Carr,” he 
gaid. “what is America thinking 
about? They must be mad to listen 
to England. The British have the de- 
liberate and cold intention of taking 
the Panama Canal away from you and 
you are walking blindly into the net. 
You will see. England is a country 
that is expert in poison words. You 
may remember when we sent a Ger- 
mon fleet to America in order to 
show the United States the cordiality 
of our feeling. Our officers gave ban- 
quets on board and were guests at 
many banquets on shore. Everything 
ended very delightfully and our fleet 
sailed home secure in the conscious- 
ness that good feeling had been estab- 
lished forever. Hardly was the fleet 
out of the harbor when the English 
rushed over to the United States and 
asked dd a hoarse whisper: Do you 
know + those Germans came over? 
They wanted to measure the depth of 
water in front of your forts.’ And the 
whole incident was spoiled.” 

Col. Von Bittenfelt followed me out 


Into the hall and we shook hands sev- 


eral times and he seemed to be 
searching his soul for something kind 
to say. Then I found my soldier again 
and we stumped back through the 
gloomy old corridors and down the 
great front stairs. At the door as I 
passed out four soldier messengers 


steod attention and saluted. 


Out through the Tiergarten, back 
through the Brandenburger Thor and 
into the Linden again. At the first 
corner we turn to the right into Wil- 
helmstrasse, the street of the lega- 
tions. The ‘British Legation stands 
there silent and bleak, with boarded 
windows. Half way down the block 
is the palace of Prince Henrx of 
Prussia with a sentry at the door. 
Finally we come to a plain two-story 
building unh a broad double door— 


He wore big trooper boots, and his 


I led Berlin early one Sunday 
morning. There was a great movement 
of troops that morning. One hundred 


and fifty thousand men were 
rushed to France to strengthen the 
line for the allied offensive that was 
to come three or four weeks later. 
Another army was put on the cars on 
the way for Servia. In Berlin we 
knew that the intention was to con- 
centrate an army on one of Rumania’s 
frontiers while the Bulgarian army 
mobilized on the other. The English 
government must have known of this 
movement of troops, yet for weeks 
after I got to London the London 
papers were still talking hopefully of 
Bulgaria's intention of joining the al- 
lies. It seems clear to me that the big 
English offensive in was or- 
dered merely for the purpose of soft- 
ening the blow of Bulgaria's choice. 
DAY OF EXCURSIONS. 

Germany is a country of Sunday ex- 
cursion parties, and our compartment 
was crowded. There was a German 
noncommissioned officer of cavalry. 


face was crisscrossed with saber scars 
of his university duel wounds, showing 
that he was one of the gentlemen 
rankers. There were two women with 
the husband of one of them, and a 
lean, sad-looking gentleman, whom we 
strongly suspected of being a secret 
service man. I had seen him several 
times in Berlin, sitting near us in the 
cafes, and I imagine that he was 
escorting us across the border. 
The cava spoke good English, 
and was very cordial and pleasant, 
but the women glared at us all the way 
to Holland. There is only one point 
upon which all Europe agrees, as far 
as I can see; they all hate the Amer- 
icans.. In Berlin I think we are fully 
as much disliked as the English, per- 
haps a little more so. We are not 
much better liked in England. I was 
really astonished to see the bitterness 
against America in England. 
These German women in the train 
watched us with cold, malicious eyes, 
and talked us over with bitter hostil- 
ity. One or two efforts that we made 
at sociability were received about as 
happily as the man who comes around 
with an extra street assessment. The 
secrot-service man was an affable soul. 
I like being followed by spies. They 
seldom have mu to do but stick 
around and be le. I have got 
to that state of mind where to travel 
without a spy on my trail is like eat- 
ing an egg without salt. 
We crossed the German border at 
Bentheim. The train pulled in at a 
shabby little station, and the passen- 
gers crowded into a small baggage- 
room. Here we found that all our bag- 
gage had been taken off the train and 
Was waiting for us, piled up on low ta- 
bles. As we went in a noncommis- 
sioned officer took our passports and 
turned us over to a baggage inspector. 
I had a letter of introduction that 
made it easy sailing for me. I sent 
the letter in to the lieutenant in 
charge of the station. He wag a very 
charming and affable young gentle- 
man. My baggage was returned to the 
train without being opened. Most of 
the other passengers had a fierce time. 
One woman told me that they turned 
her over to a woman inspector, who 
made her take off all her clothes ex- 
cept a union suit. Even the band of 
her hat was searched. They took away 
every scrap of paper that had any- 
thing either written or printed on it. 
They wouldn't, even let her bring a 
magazine through, and it was with 
difficulty that she saved her check 
book. One of the men told m» they did 
everything but take the filling out of 
his teeth, and he wondered how they 
came to overlook that. 
As we crossed the border of Hol- 
land the first sound that hit us was 
a song. Some kind of a schoolboy fes- 
tival was in progress. Holding hands, 
the school children came whirling 
down the street, singing the war song 
of the allies, It's a long Long Way to 
Tipperary.” That was our first hint of 
what Holland thinks of the war. 
Tomorrow I will tell of my stay in 
Holland, and some of the extraor- 
dinary conditions there, and of Hol- 
land's fears and hopes.

STEADY PROGRESS.

ON DEFENSES.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Arrange- 
ments were made today by Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, to begin 
drafting immediately the series of 
bills which will be introduced at the 
opening of Congress to carry out the 
army's part of the administration's 
national defense programme. The 
Senator had a conference with Secre- 
tary Garrison, who promised that of- 
ficials of the War Department would 
give every possible aid in preparing 
the measures. 

Chairman Hay of the House Min- 
tary Affairs Committee, is expected to 
join Senator Chamberlain later and 
identical bills carrying out the pro- 
gramme probably will be introduced 
simultanedusiy in both houses. The 
form of the measures wil! de deter- 
mined by Senator Chamberlain and 
Representative Hay, the War Depart- 
ment supplying necessary figures and 
statistics. 


THREE BILLS FRAMING. 

It is probable that there will be 
at least three bills, exclusive of the 
administration measures, which will 
originate in the House, as required by 
the Constitution. One will provide 
for the proposed increases in the 
regular army, specifying the addi- 
tional men and officers for each arm 
of the service; another will authorize 
the organigation of the continental 
army and the third will deal with the 
wider ree ition to be extended to 
the Natie Guard. 

Congress will be asked, it was 
learned today, to appropriate $10,-

CLOTURE RULE _ 
TO BE OFFERED 


Wilson and His Advisers 
Want Their Own Way. 


Debate and Argument are 
Against Their Grain. 


Gag Law to Take Place of 
“Pitiless Publicity.” 
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[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. 1.—President Wilson, 
aided by Democratic leaders, will at- 
tempt to throttle free speech in the 
Senate of the United States soon after 
the Sixty-fourth Congress convenes on 
Monday, December 6. The plans of 
the administration became known to- 
day, following a visit to the White 
House of Senator Robert L. Owen of 


Oklahoma, chairman of a special com- 
mittee named by a Democratic caucus 
to revise the rules of the Senate. 

A cloture rule, to shut off all de- 
bate and enable the administration to 
force a vote on any legislation the 
President desires adopted, is to be 
offered in the Senate and is expected 
to be jammed through that body in 
record-breaking time. 

Pitiless publicity, promised by the 
President, but never fulfilléd, unlimited 
debate and other pledges are to be 
done away with. In their place, the 
gag rule and the secret caucus are to 
prevail. Legislation favored by the 
administration is to be given the right 
of way, if cloture in the Senate is 
realized, and the secret caucus will 
prevall to a greater extent than it did 
in the Sixty-third Congress. 

The Democratic leaders, under or- 
ders from the White House, will at- 
tempt to revise the rules of the Sen- 
ate at the first tap of the bell upon 
the assembling of Congress in Decem- 
ber. If the administration plans do 
not miscarry, the Republican minority 
will be given no opportunity to dis- 
cuss the question of rules. The fight, if 
there be any, will be short and crisp, 
and when the upper house of Con- 
gress gets down to a consideration of 
real business, it will do so under new 
rules, the chief feature of which will 
provide for shutting off all debate and 
enable the Democratic majority to 
transact business with genuine dis- 
patch. 

It is stated by the Democratic lead- 
ers “that President Wilson is taking 
no hand in the fight to throttle free 
speech in the Senate:“ nevertheless, 
Senator Owen, primed with material, 
conferred with the President today, 
told him what the Democratic leaders 
proposed doing and received the offi- 
clal sanction of Mr. Wilson to proceed 
with the work. 

One great fear of the administra- 
tion, it is stated, has been that if the 
Senate Republicans were so disposed, 
they would be able to delay the Demo- 
cratic programme this winter and 
complicate matters so as to require 
much explaining on the part of the 
party in power in the 1916 campaign. 

Those who have not appreciated the 
aggressive scheme of the majority 
thought that the old Senate rules 
might prevail at the beginning of the 
session and that if cloture were at- 
tempted after the session had begun 
the Democrats would find a prolonged 
fight on hand and would have to 
abandon rules revision to get through 
legislation desired by the President. 

Senator Owen, however, has assured 
them that old rules will be disregarded 
and the administration's programme of 
throttling debate will be forced 
through early in December. 

Senator Owen and other Democrats 
scoff at the idea that the Republican 
minority will be able to delay matters 
long enough to cause an abandonment 
of the Democratic cloture effo 

They point that the Senate cannot 
do anything until rules to goven that 
body have been adopted, that so- 
called filibustering will not be per- 
mitted when there are no rules in ex- 
istence to sanction it, that the Re- 
publicans cannot hope to bring out 
the old rules to govern the first stages 
of the session and that the majority 
will simply push cloture along by force 
of numbers and begin real business 
under rules that will enable the Demo- 
crats to adopt their programme and 
adjourn early in the spring prepared 
for the Presidential campaign.

PETROGRAD (via London) Nov.

Sazonoff, the Russian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, that he regrets he is un- 
able, like his colleagues in England 
and France, to explain to the repre- 
sentatives of the nation the causes of 
German “diplomatic successes and it 
expresses belief that there are pros- 
pects of a change for the better. It 


Passing over Greece, which it says 
is under the observation of the Anglo- 
French navy, the Rech Ru- 
mania as a fruitful field for Russian 
diplomatic efforts. The diplomatic 
struggle has reached a stage of great 
intensity, it says, and a decision one 
way or the other is possible at any 
moment. j 

“We understand,” the newspaper 
continues, “that we cannot expect a 
declaration regarding the steps that 
Russia is now taking, but the Russian 
public, pained by the surprises and 
disillusionments of*he past months, is 
rightfully interested to know whether 
anything whatever is being done, or 
whether our diplomatists consider 
that their sole objection is to register 
events after they have occurred, with- 
out their participation, even without 
their knowledge.” 

The Rech welcomes Japanese ad- 
hesion to the agreement not to con- 
clude a separate peace and it indi- 
cates it expects a more active partici- 
pation by Japan in the war. It re- 
Calls that Italy, as it says, has not yet 
given its adherence to the agreement.

A dispatch from London on May 24 
last, the day on which Italy entered 
the war, stated that she had given her 
adhesion to the agreement already 
signed by the allied powers not to 
conclude a separate peace and that 
the signature of a formal document to 
this effect was imminent. 


SERBS’ RETREAT 
WELL EXECUTED.

LONDON, Nov. 2, 2:11 a.m.—The 
military experts in the London morn. 
ing papers say that the fall of 
Kraguyevatz, the Servian arsenal, was 
not entirely unexpected by the Ser- 
vian General Staff and that suitable 
measures presumably were taken to 
substitute another locality for the 
manufacture of munitions of war. 
They also say that indications are that 
a channel of supply to the retreating 
Servian troops has been opened 
through Montenegro. 

The Dally Telegraph's military cor- 
respondent asserts that there is little 
to fear from the menace to the rear 
of the Servians, as the mountainous 
nature of the country offers opportun- 
ities for elusive tactics and success- 
ful maneuvers in which the Servians 
are well versed, while the consump- 
tion of ammunition in the mountain 
warfare is much less than the fight- 
ing on the plains. Thus, he says, the 
Servians will be enabled to conserve 
their supplies of both men and bul- 
lets, and that moreover the campaign 
from now on will offer the German 
massed artillery formations and 
heavy guns few opportunities to make 
themselves felt.

IS SMOKING WORSE 
THAN “CUSSING.”

PROTESTANT DECLARES BAD AIR 
BEATS AN OCCASIONAL 
VERBAD “DAMN.” 


The question of whether smoking on 
duty by a city official is worse than an 
occasional and deliberate “damn” or 
a failure to say “please” is raised by 
John C. Mahin in a letter to the Civil 
Service Commission and the City 
Council in which he cites what he re- 
gards as a specific instance of incivil- 
ity on the part of the Civil Service 
Commission. Mr. Mahin's letter was 
prompted by remarks in the Council a 
few days ago when several members 
declared that complaints of incivility 
against the Civil Service Commission 
should be investigated. 

Mr. Mahin in his letter filed yester- 
day says: 

If your honorable bodies need a 
specific instance of incivility at the 
Civil Service office, here it is: 

Happening to call at the office one 
time while the board was in session 
(this was before the department 
moved from the Exchange Building) 
I fourfa the air so thick with smoke 
emanating from two uncivil service 
commissioners that. a person could 
hardly see across the room or breathe 
in it. Besides the woman member of 
the board, there were two -young 
women employees, a woman reporter, 
the secretary and assistant, several 
other city employees and citizens and 
applicants in that small, stuffy office 


at the time. 

If someone occasionally omits to 
say “please” or deliberately says 
“damn” it is a matter of small impor- 
tance and does nobody any material 
harm; but smoking in places where 
non-smokers are obliged to be or have 
a right to be—filling the air they mnst 
breathe with fumes that suffocate and 
sicken them, is an inexcusable nuis- 
ance and an outrageous imposition. 
The higher the office held by the of- 
fender, the more reprehensible the of- 
fense. 

Commissioners or officials of any de- 
scription have no more right to cut 
off other people's air than to cut off 
their ears. It adds nothing to the 
glory of a city to have its most im- 
portant functions administered by 
persons so ill‘ bred, selfish and incon- 
siderate that they will not discontinue 
their disgusting habits even during 
the brief period of a board meeting. 

The fact that many of the folks im- 
posed upon lack the sense and courage 
to kick is no excuse for the tobacco 
nuisance; it merely indicates their 
stupefaction and need of air.

TER EX-CONVICT ATTEMPTS
